| - Some General Direttions for Orders of Battle. 


"| Here being many various circumſtances as 
number of Men, Time, Situation of Place 
and other Accidents, which prevent a certai 
rule for Battle ; yet ſome ſhort direQions may 
an Example be very proper to ſhew the nature of 
the thing, with which 1 ſhall cloſe the foot Ex- 
erciſe. 

And becauſe I would be as particular as I can, 
I ſhall confine my ſelf within the compaſs of one 
Battalion. 

Firſt, command Silence, which muſt be well 
obſerved. 

The Files muſt be at three foot diſtance, and 
the Ranks at four or five, that the Soldiers may 
have room to load and fire with caſe, if occaſion 
be, as they march. 

They muſt march lowly obſerving the right, 
and preſerving the Intervals, which muſt be ſixty 
Paces or more, if the ground will permit, that 
Bodies of fifty or ſixty Files may paſs through with 
eaſe. It having often in Battle proved very preju- 
dicial, having not room allowed to wheel or march 
bodies or bring up reſerves to ſupport as occaſion 
requires.

Care muſt be taken to preſerve the diſtance in 
Ranks and files as before ſhewed. 

It will be beſt for the Pikes to be Shouldred or 
Ported, to prevent as much as may be the Enc- 
mies ſhot from breaking them, which will be more 
lizhle to be done at advance than otherways, be- 
cauſe Shouldered or Ported, lays them much lower 
and more (lanting for the Shot to glance off, it any 
hit them. 

When an Army is drawn up, the uſual diſtance 
betwixt the lines is 300 paces, but thoſe things are 
to be uſed ar Diſcretion. 

The Commander in chief may be on Horſeback, 


| the better to obſerve and give order ; but coming 


within ſhot, and the Muſquetreers preparing to 
hire, mult alight and charge the Enemy with his 
Pike in his hand.

When a body of Horſe is drawn up, the Com- 
mander in chief muſt be a Horſe length before the 
other Officers who are to be as near their Men as 
may be, the ſame diſtance muſt be obſerved in 
marching. | 

In wheelings it mult be obſerved thus. 

If your Command is to wheel to the right, the 
right hand Men keep their ground, turning their 
Horſe-heads ro the right, whilſt the left comes 
abour, jn which motion they muſt obſerve their 
keft hand Men. Care 
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Care muſt be taken not to clofe to the left (as 
was formerly practiſed) more. than abſolute ne- 
ceſlity requires, becauſe it is apt to put the ranks 
out of order. | 

The ſame way you may perform wheelings to 
the left. If you face your Horſes about, which 
is-nccellary to prattice; it is beſt done to the lefs 
= unleſs neceſlity requires otherways. 

It may be Convenient in exerciſe to divide your 
Troop or Squadron into Diviſions, and let them 
charge each other by firing their Piſtols and claſh- 
ing-their Swords, for it will much embolden their 
Horſes. 

Alſo let them endeavour each party to break 
through the other, the Soldiers will know the 
better how to keep themſelves in order to receive 
or encounter an Enemy. 

When two bodies of Horſeare to charge each 
other, it is beſt to do it with their Swords in their 
bands withour Piſtols or Carbines. 

The two chief parts of Exerciſe in a body of 
Horſe againſt an Enemy are Wheelings and Dou- 
blings ; 1 ſhall treat of each of them briefly, as al- 
ſo in ſome general rules cxplaia the way to form 
a body on ſeveral occaſions, 

If you are in danger of being attacked by an 
Enemy in the Front or Rear, you may order ſmall 

Parties to be advanced as Forclorns, or be pla- 
ced inthe rear as Reſerves ; they may bz alſo very 
uſefull ro ſecure the flanks it occalion be, marching 
them at a convenient diſtance thit your body may 
be 
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be clear, and they are in @-readier Poftore to 
= to defend any part where maſt occaſron may 
vire. 

heſe Parties may be by files from the flanks at 
the Officers diſcretion. 

 \Bat if it be thonght not Convenient to Fefien 
the Front, it may be performed by the Rezr-ranks 
doubling, which will firſt inlerge the front, and 
then they may be detached as occaſion requires, or 
if you are in danger to be outwinged by the Ene- 
my, you may keep them rogether. 

The way for the Rear-rank to double the Front, 
is to be performed to the right or left, or right 
and left, thus.

Theſe parties may alſo be very uſeful in the 
paſſing a Bridge to diyert an Enemy while the body 
can come up, or prevent a ſadden onſet in a ſtrait 
place, being capable to diſcover , Af any ſurpriſe 
he deſigned by the Enemy, befarefthey are too far 
advanced, and can give notice by firing a Piſtel to 


cauſe a Halt, and retreat to their main body with 
cafe and ſafety.
